For example, we note that the film was advertised as 
being in tableau “style.” Here is the catch-word which permits 
the palmingroff of a group of scenes which are not tableaus 
at all, but only very poor facsimiles. 

In addition the picture maintained a strong Protestant 
tinge throughout, as seen in the above-mentioned “ministerial 
melody.” It moreover never once mentioned the Catholic 
Church or the word “Catholic,” despite the fact that Oberam- 
mergau is under thoroughly Catholic auspices. Yet, in a 
composite picture on their blurb, thby make a patent appeal 
to the “Catholic market” by simply showing a picture of the 
Pope bestowing his blessing.
